Town Census Could Be 26,000 


as 2,000 in the past five years, according to 
preliminary statistics contained in the state census. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter reported this week 
that the figures are now being fed to the computer 
and actual statistics await a printout, but his ap- 
proximation of the 1975 head count indicate the 
town’s population to be in the 26,000 area. 

The official federal census taken in 1970 listed An- 


‘dover’s population at 24,079. 


Salter this week presented selectmen with a plan 
for redistricting the town to create eight precincts 
rather then the present six. 

The new redistricting of the town would result in 
an equalized apportionment of voters in all of the 
town’s precincts. It will not take effect until 1977, if 
it is approved by the state. The town was last 


Basically, the new plan calls for each precinct 
having not less than 3,000 voters and not more than 
3,500. 

.The prior precinct lines have been disturbed by 
the growth of the town, with district lines now being 
cut by new subdivisions in the community. 

The new precinct lines will more or less conform 
to natural boundaries. 

Establishment of the new precincts and the for- 
mal setting of the new census figures now awaits 
state action and the work of the computer. 

As for the precinct lines, they will be reviewed by 
the state secretary’s office, with action anticipated 
by September or October. 

The current precinct. lines will continue to 
operate through elections in 1976.

The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works Board of 
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Survey On System Put 


A survey that might have led 
to a pilot program of traditional 
education in the Andover 
schools in September was turn- 
ed down by the school com- 
mittee Tuesday night. 

However they did agree to go 
ahead with a survey of instruc- 
tional alternatives - - basically 
‘‘traditional’’ or ‘‘open 
classroom’”’ - - in September, 
that could affect the following 
school year. 

The original survey was 
proposed by Committeeman 
George Olesen in response to 
‘traditional’ parents who were 
disappointed by an aborted 
questionnaire about instruc- 
tional alternatives that was to 
have gone out last week. 

Olesen moved that a new 
questionnaire be mailed to all 
parents by June 30, with results 
to be revealed at the August 12 
school committee meeting. 


If a ‘‘sufficient number” 
desired the traditional system, 
the administration was, at the 
same meeting, to propose a 
pilot program to put into effect 
in September, satisfying ‘‘the 
desires of some or all of those 
parents.” 

Olesen also suggested that 
the questionnaire be available 
at the central office, for 
parents of parochial and 
private school youngsters in the 
elementary grades. 

An Elaine Viehmann sugges- 
tion to drop the “open 
classroom’’ side of the 
questionnaire was successful, 
and the amended questionnaire 


would have then led off with the 
statement. ‘“‘If the School 
System were to offer a pilot 
program this September with 
this type of educational en- 
vironment, would you request 
that your child be transferred 
to the pilot program.’’ A 
description of the traditional 
classroom, would have follow- 
ed. 

However, 
analysis, David Ahouse and 
Viehmann voted ‘‘no.’’ Ahouse 
was particularly concerned 
about the budgetary im- 
plications of the pilot program, 
and Viehmann was concerned 
about lack of parents response 
during the summer, and 
“‘rushing.”’ 


“One of the points made in 
the past,”’ she said, “‘is that new 
programs have been im- 
plemented too fast.”’ 

She then revamped the mo- 
tion to specify September dis- 
tribution of the survey, with 
results to be reported in Oc- 
tober. 


Acting Chairman John Lyons 
led off the three-hour discus- 
sion, which often brought 
temperatures in the hot Stowe 
School Conference Room even 
higher, with a lengthy review of 
events leading up to Tuesday 
night’s proposal.

IGE System Gets 


Boost In Survey 


I.G.E. - - the Individually 
Guided Education system in 
effect at Shawsheen and South 
schools - - got something of a 
boost last week, following an at- 
tack by a group of Shawsheen 
parents a month ago. 

The results of a survey sent to 
parents of those schools in- 
dicated that they were general- 
ly happy with IGE, In fact, 74 
per cent of the parents at 
Shawsheen, and 66 per cent at 
South, would like to see the 
program, which focuses on the 
open classroom situation with a 
child progressing at his own 
rate, continued. 

Some 70 per cent of the 363 
parents at Shawsheen who 
received the survey responded, 
and 51 per cent of the 459 
parents at South. 

Principals Isabelle Dobbie 
and Jack Woodward indicated 
they were pleased with the 
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results, but concerned about the 
parents who are not happy. 

Other responses to other 
questions follow: 

- 21 pre cent of Shawsheen 
parents and 26 per cent of South 
parents said they had visited 
their child’s classroom for 
more than an hour while the 
school was in session this year. 

- 93 per cent of parents at 
both schools said their children 
generally have a positive at- 
titude toward school. 

- 78 per cent of Shawsheen 
parents and.77 per cent at South 
felt their children were making 
progress in math and reading 
commensurate with their abili- 


- 86 per cent of Shawsheen 
parents and 85 per cent at South 
felt» it beneficial for their 
children to be instructed by 
more, than one teacher. 

- 42 per cent at Shawsheen 
and 46 per cent at South said 
parents should be more in- 
volved in determining 
educatignal programs es- 
tablished in the schools.

parents who preferred the 
traditional classroom for their 
youngsters. 

At the June 3 meeting Chair- 
man Frank Griggs, who is now 
out of town for the summer, 
asked the administration to poll 
parents on the academic op- 
tions, and report back at this 
week’s meeting. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott, working with 
some of the Shawsheen parents, 
began constructing a question- 
naire which was due to go out to 
parents June 16. 

“Then something happened,”’ 
Lyons said, ‘‘to stop the wheels 
completely.’’ On Wednesday, 
the 18th, Westcott told him the 
questionnaire would have to be 
abandoned until fall due to: the 
nearness of the end of school 
and necessary revisions. 

Although there were dif- 
ficulties in refining the 
questionnaire and distributing 
it, Westcott wrote Lyons that 
the infent was ‘‘very much 
alive.’’ He said they would work 
on it over the summer and that 
it would be distributed after the 
start of school in September. 
Westcott is presently out of 
town himself for two weeks. 


Lyons, Tuesday night, said he . 


couldn’t help but sympathize 
with the parents who worked so 
hard with Westcott to prepare 


the questionnaire. __ 
Among those speaking up at 


the meeting were Mrs. Ethel 
Howard, who repeated results 
of a 1972 Climate of Learning 
survey, in which 33 percent 
favored open classrooms, 51 
percent traditional, and 10 per- 
cent ‘‘other.”’ 

Ralph Wilbur submitted that 
the administration had no inten- 
tion of conducting a survey 
which would allow parents to 
choose between alternatives, 
and that Westcott himself 
‘‘may have been a victim also.”’ 

He asked the committee 
itself to initiate a survey to 
“end the three-year conflict.” 

The basic issue, he went on, 
was the parents’ right to 
freedom of choice for their 
youngsters. He said the 
differences were ideological 
and concrete and to superim- 
pose one on the other 
‘threatens the existence of 
both.”’ 

Richard Graber added that 
“there are those of us who don’t 
like either,’’ and thought the 
survey ought to reflect more 
than two alternatives. 

He said the high, medium and 
low structures now offered in 
the elementary schools are 
‘‘meaningless.”’ 

Dr. Wallace said that he 
basically favored the idea but 
that if they wanted to do it 
right, a committee represen- 
ting all different sections of 
town and all ideologies, should 
make up the questionnaire. 

“It’s very dangerous,” he

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Devastating Tornadoes Not A Distant Happening 


By Linda S. Corbett 

One hot, humid night last Ju- 
ly, on the wings of a “‘severe 
thunderstorm,” a twister blew 
up through North Wilmington 
and Tewksbury into Lowell 
Junction. 

It crossed somewhere 
between Ballardvale Road and 
Rattlesnake Hill and, if you 
don't believe it, Police Officer 
Richard Aumais says you can 
actually see where the tornado 
uprooted trees in a path about 
200 yards wide, before it died 
near the sportsman’s lodge in 
the state forest. 

That's the only tornado 
Aumais can remember in 17 
years on the force, though he 
does remember a bad hurricane 
or two. ; 

While it didn’t make the 
headlines, and wasn’t even 
verified by the U.S. Weather 
Service, which records such 
events, it did dial a blow to 
skeptics who contend that ‘“‘we 
don't have tornadoes here.” 

In fact, Anthony Tancreto of 
Andover, meterologist in 
charge of the National Weather 
Service Forecast Office in 
Boston, says that east of the 
Mississippi, only Indiana is 
more likely to have a tornado 
than Massachusetts. 

During an average year, he 
says, we can expect four tor- 
nadoes to ‘‘touch down’’ in 
Massachusetts, outside of Cape 
Cod and the islands. 

That there is an average 
mean of 5.7 tornadoes per 10,000 
Square miles may not seem 
terribly significant, except that 
in neighboring Rhode Island, 
the average is 0.39 in New 
Hampshire, 2.7, and in Ver- 
mont, 1.2. Oklahoma, with the 
highest number of tornadoes in 
the country, has an average of 
8.3 for the.same area, and In- 
diana, 6.0. 

The one tornado that was 
verified in the state last year 
was in nearby Wakefield, in 
September. It lifted roofs and 
trees and sheds, then hopped 
over Route 128 to touch down 
again in Lynnfield. 

The chances of being whoosh- 
ed up like Dorothy from Oz may 
be slimmer here than in the 
Midwest's 
but that’s small consolation if 
one climbs up out of the base- 
ment to find daylight where the 
roof used to be. 

Tornadoes here are usually 
less intense according to Tan- 
creto, but they don’t arrive with 
a written guarantee. 

There were no deaths last 
year in Andover or Wakefield, 
but that wasn’t the case two 
years ago in August when a tor- 
nado bore down on a Mass. Pike 
rest stop near West 
Stockbridge, heaving tractor 
trailers about like tiny Tonkas, 
smashing concrete block 
building and killing four. 

A twister levelled some 
homes in Chelmsford one July 
evening three years ago, and 
everyone remembers 
Worcester in June of ’53. That 
tornado demolished .sections of 
the city, leaving 90 dead and 
1200 injured. 

While smaller in magnitude, 
had last July’s tornado barreled 
down Main street here instead 
of through the forest, the out- 
come could have been far 
different.

In the last 25 years, 
Massachusetts has had 97 tor- 
nado deaths, an average of 4.6a 
year, while Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire and Vermont have 
had none and Maine and 
Connecticut have averaged less 
than 0.1. 

Though somewhat removed 
in miles, Omaha’s disastrous 
tornado of three weeks ago ia 
sorry reminder that ‘‘that”’ 
season has arrived. 

Tornadoes can form 
anywhere in the U.S. at any 
time, but they most often occur 
between May and October, with 
the heaviest concentration 
here, in July and August. 

In the last quarter century, 
nine have occurred during May, 
13 during June, 34 during July, 
22 during August, seven during 
September, and six in October 
and November. 

They usually come in the late 
afternoon or evening, at the 


hottest time of a hot, humid _ 


day. 
The biggest thing the 
Midwest has going for it is a 


rather elaborate warning _ 


system, that was credited with 
keeping down the death toll in 
Omaha and in similar storms 
before it. 

When the conditions exist in 
which a tornado could form, a 
tornado ‘‘watch’’ goes out from 
the National Severe Storm 
Forecast Center in Kansas Ci- 
ty, and the word is spread by 
special weather bulletins on 
radio and TV. 

In many towns, Civil Defense 
and police personnel disperse to 
the town limits, to radio when 
they sight a funnel. Then the 
‘take cover’ signal, often an 
old air raid siren, wails out, and 
the townspeople take cover. 

While no complete warning 
system exists here, a ‘‘tornado 
watch’? may be broadcast to 


radio and TV stations via the , 


Weather Service in Boston. 


From then on, it’s sort of 
every man for himself, and the 
best defense may be in knowing

Tornadoes usually develop 
during violent thunderstorms, 
especially in those warm air 
squalls that come ahead of a 
cold front. 

The funnel-like clouds form 
aboye as intense whirlpools, 
then drop down out of the 


towering, churning 
thunderclouds, sometimes 
never touching ground, 


sometimes wreaking havoc. 

Pounding sheets of rain usual- 
ly precede a tornado and in- 
tense lightning, more brilliant 
and blue than in any other kind 
of storm, often accompany it. 

Just before a tornado hits, the 
ravaging storm suddenly gives 
way to a deathly, suffocating 
calm. 


Then, with the roar of 100° 
locomotives that can be heard. : 


for miles, the funnel attacks; 
destroying practically 
everything in its path. 

The eye of the tornado is 
nearly a vacuum, surrounded 
by revolving winds and up 
drafts of nearly 300 miles per 
hour - - in a way, a hurricane in 
miniature. 

A tornado, however, with a 
path maybe 200 yards wide and 
12 to 15 miles long, is possibly 
twice as destructive. 

A hurricane also arrives after 
far more warning - - sometimes 
days - - while a tornado can 
form and strike within minutes, 
even while the sky in other 
directions is blue, and before a 
tornado warning has been 
issued. Hence the importance 
of listening to weather watches 
and, especially at night, 
heeding the proverbial calm 
before the storm or the tor- 
nado’s mighty roar. 

Take cover immediately, iy- 
ing down, covering the eyes and 
face. At home, seek shelter in 
the southwest corner of the

basement. Since tornadoes 
usually arrive from the west or 
southwest, the theory is that the 
debris would be blown away 
from the hiding place. 

If there is no basement, lie 
down in the center area of the 
house, under heavy furniture or 
in a small room. Bathtubs, for 
some reason, have also often 
provided safe refuge. 

If there is time, open some 
windows. A closed house can 
literally explode from within, 
as the vacuum passes overhead. 


In a downtown area, a con- 
crete, steel-framed building is 
safest. Lie flat against an inside 
wall on the ground floor, always 
away from windows. Avoid 
large buildings with wide, free- 


span roofs. ; 

If caught out of doors, move 
away from the tornado at right 
angles. If there’s no time. lie 
down in any depression in the 
ground - - the gutter at the side 
of a road, even a curbing can 
offer some sort of protection. 

If a tornado is sighted and 
there appears time, the 
Weather Service suggests call- 
ing the police. 

Officer Aumais says Andover 
police could broadcast the 
alert, hoping that many homes 
in town with police radios 
would get the news. They would 
also alert local radio stations, 
and hospitals and Civil Defense, 
to be ready when it all was 
over.

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Stanley Chlebowski, 63, 134 
North St., Andover, employed in 
Andover’s public works depart- 
ment for 43 years, many of which 
were as Highway Superinten- 
dent, died Thursday, June 19, at 
Bon Secours Hospital, following 
a short illness. 

A municipal employee, proud 
of his service to the town over the 
many years, Mr. Chlebowski 
witnessed thé growth of the com- 
munity through the services his 
department rendered. 


From care of a few streets to 
the hundreds of miles now under 
the supervision of the depart- 
ment, Chlebowski maintained an 
annual program of improvement 
and maintenance, as well as 
recommending conditions of the 
laying out of new streets in the 
town’s many new subdivisions. 


While rising to the position of 
superintendent, Chlebowski 
remained constantly aware of 
the services which must be per- 
formed and was with his men 
during all night snow fighting 
operations, or cleanup work as a 
result of northeast storms, 
hurricanes and the like.

Okay, you members of the Finance Committee, 
where were you with your probing proboscis, scrutiniz- 
ing sound ‘cents’ Monday night, as Andover’s leadership 
met in Memorial Hall library to act on issues of the 
day” 

Probably, while the selectmen were agonizing over 
the myriad of municipal concerns in subtropical 


. temperatures, you were safely ensconced in an easy 


chair before the offerings of color TV in an air con- 
ditioned room. 

Remember back in April, at town meeting time, when 
cool, crisp wintery breezes nipped at your financial 
wizardry, and you said the selectmen did not, nor did 
any other town group, municipal or otherwise, need an 
air conditioner at Memorial Hall? 

Well, those April decisions melted Monday night. 

We wish you were on hand for this the ‘‘hottest’’ ses- 
sion in a long time, purely from a temperature stand- 
point. 

We recall how Chairman Milton Greenberg appealed 
to your better judgment at the time, asking you con- 
sider the need for comfort for the residents, as well as 
the elected and appointed officials who must use the 
meeting room. But your seasonal judgment prevailed, 
and the minimal expense of cooling down the library 
meeting area was scrapped. 

Had you FinCom type people been on hand Monday 
night, you would have been treated to a rare sight. A 


group of people fully clothed sitting in a sauna. 

As for your suggestion about opening the windows, 
may we point out that the traditional Salute to the Flag 
in the entirely opened room, failed to generate a wispy 
response from the ensign as it hung limpid for the better 
part of the three hour session, no breeze to furl its ma- 
jestic colors. 

There was one of your number present at the Monday 
session, but Mrs. Virginia Cole was not financing this 
particular night, she was recycling, thus the moment 
was probably lost. 

This board of selectmen, to their credit, shows no 
remorse, or vengeful feeling, as witnessed by their ac- 
tions, which you might keep in mind when the subject 
air conditioning is broached again. 

As part of their duties Monday night, the board had its 
usual complement of requests from utility companies to 
move poles, or dig streets to install lines underground. 

With his well-groomed silver and black tresses 
wilting in the heat, Chairman Greenberg dispatched the 
requests with usual aplomb, thus insuring that quite 
possibly you members of the Finance Committee could 
continue to be served the power to run your comfortable 
air conditioning systems.

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Bunker Hill Pavilion 


The sights and sounds of the 
Battle of Bunker Hill have been 
re-created in a new multimedia 
theater in Charlestown that open- 
ed to the public the 200th anniver- 
sary of the first major battle of 
the American Revolutionary 
War. 

Budgeted at more than $1.4 
million, the Bunker Hill Pavilion 
is the largest single Bicentennial 
undertaking in New England. 
The project is sponsored by the 
Raytheon Historical Foundation 
Corporation, a _ not-for-profit 
foundation formed by Raytheon 
Company of Lexington, to foster 
educational and historical ac- 
tivities relating to the foundation 
of the Republic. 

The specially constructed brick 
building is located 200 yards west 
of the ‘“‘USS Constitution,’”’ near 
the former Boston Naval 
Shipyard at City square in 
Charlestown. 

Entering the amphitheater in- 
side the Pavilion, the visitor is 
surrounded by the sights and 
sounds of the battle and the im- 
mediate events leading up to it. 
The 17-minute presentation 
employs seven sound channels 
and 14 projection screens to sur- 
round the audience with a sense 
of realism. 

In. addition to drawings and 
photographs of actual documents 
and contemporary news accounts 
and handbills, the visual story is 
carried by groups of 22 manikins 
in period uniforms and costumes. 
One of them is a black man, most 
likely Samuel Poor of Andover. 

The presentation, entitled 
‘Whites of their Eyes,’ was 
created by White Oak Design, 
Inc. of Boston. The researchers 
and writers located many con- 
temporary descriptions to add 
authenticity and structured the 
story to represent differing 
points of view. The central theme 
employs letters written home by 
a Connecticut volunteer and by a 
young British officer.

As a professional educator with 
many years of classroom ex- 
perience, I would like to point out 
that either extreme can be 
detrimental to wholesome lear- 
ning. 

Those of us in the field, have 
often been reminded of the 
necessity to be very aware of in- 
dividual differences in our 
students, as we plan curriculum 
and learning activities. A skilled 
and talented teacher also has to 
know how, where and when to 
reinforce the basic skills in an 
appealing and enthusiastic 
manner. 

I submit that our most effec- 
tive education takes place when 
we judiciously use the best 
elements from both situations, 
combined by a perceptive, 
capable faculty who are ready to 
innovate effectively without 
sacrificing quality. 

We do not feel that St. 
Augustine School can be labeled 
as either. We do not have the 
completely individualized 
programs that the Andover 
system offers yet all of our 
classes are scheduled with flex- 
ibility and change of teachers. 
With the exception of our 
Kindergarten, there is no class 
taught by the same teacher all 
day. 

I would strongly urge parents, 
therefore, to look into many 
educational options before being 
caught up in a closed system, 
simply because they cannot be 
reconciled to every facet of the 
open. Some teachers and pupils 
(as all of us) respond better to 
different situations. 

If valuable growth experiences 
can be achieved through using a 
variety of channels, why.not en- 
courage their development and 
use”? I don't believe that our basic 
concern for the growth of the 
whole person has changed. Can’t 
we in Andover be willing to allow 
that growth in many ways?

Bids On Recycling 
- Program Considered 


Bids were scheduled to be 
opened Wednesday afternoon in 
the town manager’s office, ona 
new contract to continue the 
town’s recycling program. 


At the request of the 
selectmen following the June 9 
meeting, Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin issued a call 
for bids on the contract, with 
the possibility that the present 
contractor, Donald Craig, 
would not have his contract 
renewed on July 1. 


There were at least three 
propsective new contractors 
scheduled to submit proposals 
to continue the recycling 
program which was threatened 
with being stopped earlier this 
month. 

New specifications were 
prepared for the new bidding 
procedure. 

The Recycling committee 
appeared before the selectmen 
at its last meeting asking the 
program be continued, despite 
decreasing revenues. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin had recommended the 
program be stopped, pointing to 
the lower revenues, as well as 
the drop in value of recyclable 
items at the present time. 

The committee had express- 
ed objection to the manner in 


which the present contractor 
had been carring out the pickup 
service, and the selectmen in- 
dicated that a possible change 
could result in better returns. 

Town Manager Austin ex- 
plained Monday night that 
another consideration to be 
weighed in the continuance of 
the recycling program, was its 
effect on the regional solid 
waste disposal service. 

Value of the recycling 
program will be demonstrated 
in the amount of tonnage which 
will not go through the gates of 
the solid waste plant. 

When the regional service 
begins, towns in the district will 
be paying a set figure for dis- 
posal of refuse brought to the 
plant. The tonnage. removed 
through recycling can be con- 
sidered a saving for the town. 

Rough estimates would in- 
dicate the cost to the town of 
the recycling program would be 
$13,200, using the amount of ton- 
nage not going to the disposal 
plant, as a factor. 

The town manager also noted 
that in order for the program to 
break even, it would require a 
value of $33 per ton for paper, 
which is an unrealistic figure, 
since the most it ever returned 
was $35 per town and is current- 
ly being sold at $5 per ton.

‘disinterested’ persons. French 


said that the input from 
merchants, large and small, 
and industry appeared to be a 
one-sided approach to the 
problem. ;

Downtown Andover, subject 
of discussions and plans over 
the past decade, has been 
designated as a top priority 
item for consideration by the 
selectmen.
